Robert Allen 


This successful, 36-year-old New 
York composer’s tunes have sold over 
12 million records within the past two 
years. He is undoubtedly one of the hot- 
test writers around. Both his parents 
were accomplished pianists and he took 
music lessons at an early age. After 
amateur dates and his first professional 
job at the age of 16, jobs as a musician 
were not too available. He drove a taxi 
and worked for a contractor. 

In 1945 he started playing the piano 
in Greenwich Village clubs and worked 
his way up to the lush spots in the 
East 50’s. In 1951 Gordon Jenkins intro- 
duced him to Allan Roberts, a well- 
known lyricist, to kick off special ma- 
terial for Julie Wilson and Eddie Can- 
tor in addition to the first three Jimmy 
Durante TV shows. 

He wrote “Song For A Summer 
Night” for “Studio One,” and “The 
Ninth Day” for “Playhouse 90.” In 1952 
he met lyricist Al Stillman, and since 
then, has done the majority of his 
writing with him. 

Top tunes he has collaborated on 
are: “Chances Are,” “It’s Not For Me 
To Say,’ “Moments To Remember,” 
“No, Not Much,” and “Home For The 
Holidays.” Three of his current hits are: 
“Kinchanted Island,” recorded by The 
Four Lads; “If Dreams Came True,” by 
Pat Boone, and “Everybody Loves A 
Lover,” by Doris Day. Allen is now 
writing a Broadway musical with David 
Shaw and Bob Hilliard. 


Al Stillman 


Al Stillman, a New Yorker, is probab- 
ly the only steadily-employed lyric writ- 
er in the world, having been staff lyric- 
ist for Radio City Music Hall since 1935. 
He attended New York University, maj- 
oring in journalism, and started as a 
typewriter salesman. He sold humorous 
verse to magazines and newspapers, 
using the sample machine to type them. 
Then he picked up a plump lyric maga- 
zine one day and decided to become a 
lyric writer. 

Stillman has collaborated with, a- 
mong others, Arthur Schwartz, George 
Gershwin, Ernesto Lecuona, Fred Ahl- 
ert, Percy Faith, and currently Robert 
Allen. He wrote the score for the mo- 
tion picture “Carnival In Costa Rica.” 
Following are some of the approxi- 
mately 50 hit songs with the top artist 
listed. “Chances Are” and “It’s Not For 
Me To Say,” as recorded by Johnny 
Mathis, and “Moments To Remember,” 
“No Not Much,” “Who Needs You,” and 
“Enchanted Island, ” all recorded by The 
Four Lads. Also, “You Alone,” “My One 
And Only Heart” and “Home For The 
Holidays” by Perry Como; “The Breeze 
And I,” Caterina Valente; “And That

Della Reese; 


Boudleaux and Felice Bryant 


Both Boudleaux and Felice come from 
families with musical interests. Boud- 
leaux’s ambition was to become a con- 
cert. violinist while Felice’s talent was 
singing. Mr. Bryant began playing for 
Station WSB in Atlanta and this led to 
a season with the Atlanta Philharmonic 
Orchestra, while Mrs. Bryant sang for 
USO shows and won several amateur 
contests. 

“The Bryants” finally met in Mil- 
waukee where Boudleaux was playing 
a show date for a local hotel. Their 
mutual interest in music drew them to- 
gether and they were married in Sep- 
tember, 1945, thus starting the now 
successful songwriting team. Boud, as 
he is best known, and Felice both write 
songs separately as well as collaborat- 
ing with each other. They hold the 
distinction of receiving a BMI award 
for an outstanding song every year 
since BMI has been awarding them. 

They are credited with such hits as, 
“Hey, Joe,’ “Hawkeye,” “I’ve Been 
Thinking,” “Richest Man In The World,” 
“Have A Good Time” and “Bye, Bye 
Love.” The latest hits of this prolific 
team are: “Wake Up Little Susie,” “All 
I Have To Do Is Dream,” “Devoted To 
You,” “Bird Dog,’ “Little Brother,” 
“You Thrill Me,” and “Blue Boy.” 


Bob Crewe and Frank Slay Jr. 


The songwriting team of Bob Crewe 
and Frank Slay Jr. came into being in 
19538. Both are single, and while holding 
down other full-time jobs, still man- 
age to get together for songwriting and 
recording sessions. In addition to col- 
laborating together as cleffers, they al- 
so arrange their numbers, then sell the 
masters of their recorded tunes to vari- 
ous record companies. 


Twenty-seven-year-old Slay, who hails 
from Texas, claims that he became a 
songwriter by a fluke. After losing a 
job at an insurance agency, he utilized 
his free time in composing. His tune 
was accepted by a publisher and later 
recorded. 

Crewe, one of New York’s top male 
models, is also a noted artist, and some 
of his canvasses have sold for as much 
as $1,200. He also is under contract to 
Vik Records as a vocalist, and he has 
waxed one of their early efforts, “Charm 
Bracelet.” Other top tunes by. the duo 
are “Silhouettes, ” which was a huge hit 
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Slay and Crewe, and “La Dee Dah,” a 
recent click for Billie and Lillie. Their 
latest song is “Elevator Operator” on 
which there are several records due to 
be released soon. 


Sammy Fain 

Born and educated in New York, 
Sammy Fain, a natural pianist began 
songwriting as a boy. Before becoming 


‘a radio singer, he was on the profes- 


sional staff of a New York music pub- 
lishing house. Fain was among the first 
songwriters to work in Hollywood in 


_the new sound era. He wrote scores for 


such Broadway productions as: “Hellza- 
poppin’,” “Sons O’ Fun” and “Boys And 
Girls Together.” 

He has written many hit songs that 
today are considered “classics.” A few 
are: “Let A Smile Be Your Umbrella,” 
“That Old Feelin’,” “I Can Dream Can’t 
I,” and “T’ll Be Seeing You.” 

In addition, he wrote these other best 
sellers: “Wedding Bells Are Breaking 
Up That Old Gang Of Mine,” “When I 
Take My Sugar To Tea,” “You Brought 
A New Kind Of Love To Me,’ “Was 
That The Human Thing To Do,” plus 
“Dear Hearts And Gentle People,” and 
“The Dickey Bird Song.” His latest hit 
is “A Certain Smile” written with Paui 
Francis Webster and recorded by John- 


ny Mathis for Columbia Records. 


Jerry Lieber and Mike Stoller 


Current Artists and Repertoire men 
at both Atlantic and RCA Victor Rec- 
ords companies, Mike Stoller and Jerry 
Lieber have been writing songs since 
1931. 

Stoller in his early years showed a 
definite inclination to this vocation. He 
had a college education and spent two 
years intensively studying musical com- 
position. Collaborating with Jerry Lieb- 
er, Mike Stoller spent a number of 
years on the West Coast writing special 
material and some film music. But, be- 
cause of their special blending of talent, 
their most commercial music remained 
in the rock and roll idiom. 

Lieber and Stoller rate high on the 
list of songwriting teams today. At 
various times they’ve had as many as 
two and three numbers in the charts at 
the same time. Some of their hits are: 
“Black Denim Trousers,” “Searchin’,” 
“My Blind Date” and the three big ones 
recorded by Elvis Presley — “Jailhouse 
Rock,” “Hound Dog,” and “Don’t.” Their 
latest best seller is “Yakety Yak” by 
The Coasters on the Atco label. 


Otis Blackwell 


Otis Blackwell, who was born in 
Brooklyn, N. Y., started writing songs 


_ while in high school. After several un- 
peueceeat nl attempts to produce a hit 


song, he scored heavily with “All Shook 
Up,” one of Elvis Presley’s biggest hits. 

After breaking thru with that hit 
song, he wrote “Priscilla,” “Sit In My 
Window,” “Cherry Blossom” and “Don’t 
Be Cruel” — the latter also a big 
record for Presley. He also cleffed 
“Fever” for Little Willie John, and that 
hit of two seasons ago is currently en- 
joying a smash revival via the Peggy 
Lee recording. 

Blackwell is married and has two 
children. In addition to his cleffing tal- 
ents, Blackwell is quite a singer and has 
recorded for Gale, Atlantic and Date 
Records. 


Bob Merrill 


At 16, Bob Merrill was an actor, a 
protege of Richard Bennett. From there 
he has run the gamut of composer, 
author, motion-picture director, radio 
writer, and TV producer. 

Born in Atlantic City, N.J., and edu- 
cated in Philadelphia, he recently wrote 
the entire score for the Broadway musi- 
eal, “New Girl In Town,” and is current- 
ly under contract to M-G-M pictures. 
Among his hit songs are: “Why Does It 
Have To Rain On Sunday,” “If I Knew 
You Were Comin’ I’d’ve Baked A Cake,” 
“Sparrow In The Tree Top,” “My Truly, 
Truly Fair,” “Belle, Belle, My Liberty 
Belle,” and “Fool’s Paradise.” 


Also “Make Yourself Comfortable,” 
“Parade Of Broken Hearts,” ‘Punch 
And Judy Love,” “Santa Claus Blues,” 
“Mambo Italiano” and “Doggie In The 
Window.” His most recent hit is “When 
The Boys Talk About The Girls.” Bob 
Merrill is equally successful in Europe 
as well as the U.S. with his tunes. 


Charles Tobias 


Composer, author, vaudeville artist 
and music publisher, Tobias began his 
songwriting career by writing parodies 
when he was just a schoolboy. He be- 
came a singer on the professional staff 
of various publishers, and in 1921 pi- 


oneered in radio. Tobias spent several | 


years in vaudeville, and wrote scores 
and songs used in “Hellzapoppin’,”’ 
“Earl Carroll’s Vanities” and “Yokel 
Boy.” He also wrote scores and songs 
for motion pictures. 


Some of his most noted tunes include: 
“Miss You,’ “When Your Hair Has 
Turned To Silver,” “Let’s Swing It,” 
“Rose O’Day,” “For The First Time” 
and “Time Waits For No One.” Also, 
“Somebody Loves You,” “Just A Prayer 
Away,” “No Can Do,” “Don’t Sit Under 
The Apple Tree,” “Coax Me A Little 
Bit,” “The Old Lamplighter” and his 
current number on the chart is “Born 
Too Late” as recorded by The Poni- 
Tails. Charles Tobias was born in New 
York and educated in Worcester, Mass.
